How to Detect Natural 
From Artificial Silk 


Useful and beautiful 
as artificial 
silks undoubtedly are, one likes to be 
able to distinguish them from the real 
situ worm-spun silks, says the Kansas 
City Star. 
You will notice, first of all, as you 
look at the shimmering lengths of 
cloth on the silk counter, that the j 
artificial or “fiber” silks hav e a par- ! 
ticularly high glo ss: that they are, In j 
fact, much more brilliant than real j 
silks are. 
And artificial silk is not : 
soft to the touch, as genuine silk is, i 
but rather stiff and unyielding. 
Then, try wetting a sample of arti- j 
ficial silk in w ater—you will notice j 
that it has a gelatln-llke, sticky feel, j 
Your artificial silk will become weaker, j 
too, when wet, though it will become j 
stro ng once more when you let it dry. j 
The final determining test for arti- ! 
fieiaiity in silks is to unrav el a thread j 
and see how many filaments it com- 
j 
prises. 
You readily can defect aiti- 
ficlul silk, since one yarn of it will be 
made up of nearly twenty filaments. If j 
these filaments come apart easily, ami j 
do not hav e the twisted look of a real ( 
silk thread, yo ur proof Is still more 
conclusiv e. 
Here’s why 
these 
differences be­ 
tween real silk and artificial silk exist. 
The chemist, realizing that silk is the 
most expensiv e and luxurious of all 
textile fibers, has attempted to repro ­ 
duce it in the labo rato ry by m anufac­ 
turing a substance something like the 
natural silk coming from the magic 
little spinning wheel of the silkworm. 
And he has hit upon cellulose as be­ 
ing the best basis for a successful 
substitute for th at substance 
lie gets 
the cellulose from cotton waste or 
from the pulp of the spruce tree. 
Hav ing managed to concoct a satis­ 
factory substance, the next step of 
the chemist is to force that substance 
through small tubes, which correspond 
to the openings through which the 
silkworm sends its silken filaments. He 
uses delicate tubes, either of glass 
or platinurnv for the purpose; and he 
arranges for the ends of the tubes to 
be* placed In w ater in which there is 
ammonium 
sulphide 
or 
ammonium 
chloride. 
This 
w ater 
hardens 
the 
thread-like 
material 
as 
it 
comes 
through the tubes. 
The fine filaments | 
are then wound into thread!, and twîfrt- I 
ed ou to spools. 
The artificially made filaments are 
exceedingly delicate, but, though there 
are usually sev enteen of them to each 
thread, they hav e no thing of the fine­ 
ness of real silk—and that’s the chief 
reason for the difference you notice 
between natural and artificial silk, as 
v ou see it in the store.

mo spheric nitro gen. 
He o bserved that 
when these nemas were put in a cul­ 
ture so lutio n they wo uld swarm to the 
surface and swallo w bubbles o f air, 
keeping up this gulping fo rriio urs at 
a time. 
W atclied under a micro seo pe, 
these bubbles are seen to go do wn the 
o eso phagus and then to disappear al­ 
mo st immediately after entering the 
intestines. 
In a 
sho rt 
time these 
small o rganisms wo uld co nsume sev­ 
eral times their o wn vo lume o f air 
which is fo ur-fifths nitro gen and o nly 
o ne-fifth o xy gen and o ther less co m­ 
mo n gases.

Medical officers, missionaries and offi­ 
cials all say that cancer is very rare 
among savages, but that it Increases 
as civilized luxuries and ways of liv­ 
ing are adopted. 
On the other hand, vital statistics 
show beyond question that cancer is 
becoming Increasingly frequent in our 
large cities, that it is especially com­ 
mon among the wnl-to-do and com­ 
paratively rare among the poor and 
that It is more apt to attack the over­ 
fed and the indolent than the under­ 
nourished 
and 
hard-working 
indi­ 
vidual. 
The health authorities of North Da­ 
kota, for instance, found that the per­ 
centage 
of 
cancer 
among 
retired 
farmers who moved to town and quit 
work was much higher than among 
those who stuck to their farms and 
kept active. 
So we don’t know what kind of 
germ causes cancer or whether any 
germ does. But we do know that the

“Houses made fireproof by 
gy p­ 
sum concrete walls” are described in 
the current issue of Popular Science 
Monthly . 
The magazine say s; 
Gy psum, commonly called “ plas­ 
ter of P a r i s , ” which has been used 
for centuries for plastering walls, is 
the essential part of a new fireproof 
building material. 
Mix ed with cin­ 
ders, gravel, crushed stone or 
fur­ 
nace slag, and poured 
in forms, 
it 
can be used to construct main walls 
and partitions of one and two-storv 


buildings. 
It 
is 
possible 
now 
to 
erect an entire house of this incom­ 
bustible mineral at a cost that com­ 
pares favorably 
with 
that 
of 
a 


wooden building. 


While it takes ordinary concrete 
several day s 
to 
harden, 
gy psum 
concrete will harden within 30 min­ 
utes. 
This speeds up 
construction 
work, lessening labor 
costs. 
Also, 
since the material sets so rapidly , a 
comparatively 
small 
number 
of 
forms can be used over and over as 
the walls 
go up. 
Another 
advan­ 
tage is that gy psum is considerably 


lighter than other concrete. 
All corners and openings 
are re­ 
inforced by steel 
rods 
or 
welded 
fabric. 
In one-storv 
construction, 


outside walls an* made at least 
six 
inches thick; in two-story buildings 
eight inches, while partitions need be 
only three or four inches thick. 
In a laboratory test made recently 
by the Department of Civil Engineer­ 
ing at Columbia University , 
a 
wall 
of gy psum concrete was ex posed to 
fire and kept under temperature 
of 
1700 degrees for an hour. After the 
test the ex terior surface of the wall 
showed no signs of the heat. 
When 
the side of the wall ex posed 
flames was washed with water from 


a fire-hose, it showed only a 
the cement washed away , 
slightly pitted surface.

effect on the skin of some forms of 
rouge. 
H air dy es, like all other arti­ 
ficial beauty improvers, are not free 
fron danger. 
In a recent issue of the 
British Medical Journal, a number of 
cases of poisoning from the use of , 
hair dy es are reported. 
One man, the 
proprietor 
of 
u hair-dressing estub- 
j 
lishment, came to his doctor for ex - j 
aminatlon. 
He felt ill and w e ak ; his 
face was gray and blotchy ; his ey es 
were watery and bloodshot; his tongue 
and 
gums 
were 
swollen; 
he 
was 
nauseated and had no appetite; and 
he had severe pain in his stomach and ( 
between his shoulders. 
He said that 
he applied hair dy e for his customers, 
putting it on without wearing gloves, 
and was ex posed all day to the fumes ! 
from the dy es. 
Analy sis of the hair 
dy es which he used showed that they 
contained lead and arsenic. 
These substances are also freq uent­ 
ly found in the dy es used for staining 
furs. 
They have an irritating effect 
on the skin, often causing an eruption 
on the necks 
of women, 
especially 
during the fall 
and 
winter 
months 
when furs are most worn. 
The possibility of poisoning from 
hair dy es has led to the passage of 
laws In several states forbidding the 
use of lead, arsenic or any other in­ 
jurious substance In any hair 
dy e 
which is offered for sale. 
Be as beautiful as y ou can but don’t 
risk y our life or y our health. 
If y ou 
regard gray hair as a crown of honor 
and don’t mind the increasing white­ 
ness of y our locks, 
then 
y ou don’t 
need to worry about any possibility of 
poisoning. 
But if y ou can’t endure 
the natural results of age and feel that 
y ou must cover up the m arks of time, 
do it with some preparation that will 
restore the color of y our y outh with­ 
out doing any harm to y our body . 
Any way , if y ou eat simple and eas­ 
ily digested foods, drink 
plenty 
of 
pure water, ex ercise every day , and 
sleep in the open air, y ou will have 
so much natural color in y our cheeks 
that y ou won’t care whether y ou have 
any on top of y our head or not. 
The 
coloring 
which 
nature uses is not 
only harmless, but it is 
also much 
more beautiful and 
attractive 
than 
any thing y ou can buy in a bottle.

However a few chestnut trees have 
appeared to show a marked degree 
of resistance to the blight, and it is 
desirable that the more resistant trees 
be located and preserved. 
Some of 
these may prove to be the starting 
pointed for a new growth of chestnut. 
A tree should have resisted the blight 
under natural conditions for at least 
ten y ears before it can be regarded 
as worthy of consideration as a resist­ 
ant tree. 
Many trees will throw off 
blight cankers and apparently he doing 
well, for u few* y ears and then q uickly 
succumb to the disease.
